2. Claims 1 , 2, and 5-20 are allowed.

Claims are allowed since prior art failed to disclose wherein the ratio B/R 

between the radial extent B of the lining and the active radius R distance from the 
center C of the brake disc to the point of contact between the lining and the brake disc 
lying at the greatest distance from said center is less than 0.38.
